In Chicago Judge Lanpis of the United 
States r>istrict Court gave his decision in the 
controversy Victween the adherents of John 
Ai.E.\ANi>KK OowiK and W'lLBLR VoLivA ovcr 
the proj>erty at Ziun City. 

The Court holds that Zion City and its in* 
dastriea do not belong to Down; that, while 
the contributors of the funds did not express a 
formal declaration of trust, a trust was created, 
and Dow IK had no right to treat the property 
as his own. 

The Court refuse^l to a^tpoiut Alk.xandek 
Obanoer Receiver and orders an election. 

Discussing the claim of VoLiVAthat Grangkr 
be continued in chai^, the Court says: 

"Some time ago Gkan<.kk took ■ vow, from which I 
qoote the followiDg— 'i row in the name of God my 
Fathtr, and of Jtnvs Christ, file ton and my Savior, and 
the Holy Ohost, that I recognite Jobs Ahtw^ y. Powik, 
general overeur in his three-fold prophetic oUice us a mes- 
senger of the Covenant, the prophet foretold by Moses and 
EUJAH the restorer; and 1 promise to obey all rightful or- 
dert issued by him, and that all family ties and obliga- 
Hon* and all relationt to all human €k>vemments shall be 
held nuhonlint^e to this vow. This I malce in the pretence 
of God.' 

"It is not my duty to express my contempt for the man 
that could exact or take tbU oath. But I am not obliged 
to repoM my confidence in a man to conitituted that, liv- 
ing in thie Republic, he would serenely vow his readiness 
at all times to abandon his family hiuI betray his country. 
I will not appoint Alexandkr Gk.^nuek. And in tbis 
connection, while I make no pretense to technical learning 
in respect to what is good policy for this Chun h orRiini- 
sation, I suggest that whoever ultimately prevails in the 
ecclesiastical controversy give prompt and serious con- 
sideration to the question, whether or not such an oath 
tends to give respectability to the Church, and whether 
the Church, may justly ex[>cct a Court of the United 
Slates to long continue to foster a trust estate (or the ui«e 
of a religions organization whose conscience and intelli- 
gence does not cause an unconditional disavowal and 
abandonment of the obligation o! this loyalty."
